“I  think  we’re  off  to  the  races,”  said 
John  C.  Pollack,  an  industry  analyst 
and  publisher  of  the  Bank  Credit 
Card  Observer,  a  New  Jersey-based 
newsletter.  “The  banks  have  to  .be 
sobered  by  the  American  Express  ac¬ 
tion,  and  we  might  see  a  summer  rate 
war.” 

Interest  rates  in  general  have 
plummeted  in  recent  years.  The 
prime  rate  has  fallen  from  a  record 
20.5  percent  in  September  1981  to  the 
current  level  of  7.5  percent. 

Most  other  rates  have  followed 
suit,  but  bank  cards  have  stayed  rela¬ 
tively  high. 

Brent  Whitney,  Vice  President  and 
Manager  at  Zion’s  Bank,  said  interest 
rates  on  credit  cards  are  higher  than 
on  installment  loans  because  of  the 
higher  costs  of  operating  them. 

“On  an  installment  loan,  there  is  a 
one-time  cost  to  enter  it  into  the  com¬ 
puter,”  he  said.  “For  credit  cards, 
there  is  a  cost  to  keep  accounts  on  file, 
to  process  drafts,  a  fee  to  pay  to  Visa 
and  Mastercard  —  there  are  just 
more  fees  involved  in  credit  cards,” 
he  said. 

Like  First  Interstate,  Zion’s  tries 
to  keep  their  rates  as  low  as  they  can. 
“We  have  a  variable  rate;  right  now 
for  bur  credit  cards,  we  charge  base 
plus  nine  percent,  which  now  comes 
to  16.5  percent.  For  our  preferred 
Visa  account,  we  charge  base  plus  7 
percent,  which  is  now  14.5  percent,” 
he  said.

Batchelor,  a  student  and  single  par¬ 
ent  with  10  children,  was  chosen  be¬ 
cause  of  her  “great  optimism”  when 
she  lost  her  home  and  possessions  in 
a  fire.  Flint  was  chosen  because  of 
his  concern  about  details,  such  as 
picking  up  litter  on  campus.  Huber 
was  chosen  because  of  his  donated 
time  helping  750  international  stu¬ 
dents  file  tax  returns.  Johnson  was 
chosen  because  of  his  service  orga¬ 
nizing  and  expanding  the  Crisis  Line 
program. 

“It  was  really  hard  choosing  the 
final  recipients  because  there  were 
so  many  great  nominations,”  said 
Spencer  Harden,  Chairman  of  the 
Brigham  Awards  Forum.

Court  sustains 
affirmative  action 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
Supreme  Court,  ruling  in  its  first  af¬ 
firmative  action  case  involving  al¬ 
leged  sex  discrimination,  said  today 
an  employer  may  promote  a  woman 
over  an  arguably  more-qualified  man 
to  help  get  women  into  higher  ranking 
jobs. 

By  a  6-3  vote,  the  justices  upheld  an 
affirmative  action  plan  challenged  by 
a  man  who  was  denied  promotion  to 
road  dispatcher  by  the  Santa  Clara 
County  Transportation  Agency  in 
California. 

The  court  said  employers  need  not 
admit  past  discrimination  against 
women  to  adopt  such  preferential 
treatment.  The  promotion  of  more 
women  is  a  legitimate  effort  to  over¬ 
come  “a  conspicuous  imbalance  in  tra¬ 
ditionally  segregated  job  categories,” 
the  court  said. 

“Voluntary  employer  action  can 
play  a  crucial  role  in  ...  eliminating 
the  effects  of  discrimination  in  the 
workplace,”  Justice  William  J.  Bren¬ 
nan  wrote  for  the  court. 

The  decision  was  based  on  the 
court’s  interpretation  of  a  1964  civil 
rights  law  banning  on-the-job  dis¬ 
crimination. 

The  court  today  did  not  decide 
whether  Santa  Clara’s  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion  plan  might  violate  the  Constitu¬ 
tion’s  equal-protection  guarantees. 

Constitutional  issues  were  not 
raised  in  the  case. 

Today’s  ruling  marked  the  second 
defeat  this  year  for  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration  in  key  high  court  rulings 
on  affirmative  action. 

The  court  last  month  upheld  the 
constitutionality  of  a  court-ordered 
plan  requiring  promotion  of  equal 
numbers  of  black  and  white  Alabama 
state  police  troopers. 

The  Justice  Department  called  the 
Santa  Clara  plan  “casual  social  engi¬ 


neering  heedless  of  individual 
rights.” 

The  plan  was  challenged  by  Paul  E. 
Johnson,  who  was  denied  promotion 
in  1980  when  the  job  of  road  dis¬ 
patcher  went  to  Diane  Joyce. 

Both  had  considerable  experience 
working  as  road  yard  clerks  with  the 
transportation  agency. 

Johnson  said  he  was  more  qualified 
because  he  scored  two  points  higher 
than  Ms.  Joyce  on  an  oral  examination 
for  the  dispatcher  job.  Also,  the  ex¬ 
aminers  who  conducted  the  test  unan¬ 
imously  recommended  Johnson  for 
the  promotion. 

There  never  was  any  official  deter¬ 
mination  that  Johnson  was  more  qual¬ 
ified  than  Ms.  Joyce. 

The  agency  adopted  a  voluntary  af¬ 
firmative  action  plan  in  1978  aimed  at 
promoting  women,  minorities  and  the 
handicapped. 

At  the  time,  not  one  of  the  agency’s 
238  skilled  craft  positions  was  held  by 
a  woman. 

The  affirmative  action  plan  has  a 
long-range  goal  of  assigning  36  per¬ 
cent  of  the  agency’s  jobs  to  women, 
minorities  and  the  handicapped.  They 
approximate  that  percentage  of  the 
county’s  available  workers. 

The  plan  did  not  specify  any  past 
discrimination  by  the  agency,  only 
that  the  women  and  others  were  un¬ 
der-represented. 

Joining  Brennan’s  opinion  were 
Justices  Thurgood  Marshall,  Harry 
A.  Blackmun,  Lewis  F.  Powell  and 
John  Paul  Stevens. 

Justice  Sandra  Day  O’Connor 
voted  to  uphold  Ms.  Joyce’s  promo¬ 
tion  over Johnson. 

But  she  said  in  a  separate  concur¬ 
ring  opinion  that  the  court  “has  cho¬ 
sen  to  follow  an  expansive  and  ill-de¬ 
fined  approach  to  voluntary 
affirmative  action.” 


Pres,  plans  to  veto  bill

President  Reagan  plans  to  veto  the 
$88  billion  highway  bill  which  passed 
both  the  House  and  the  Senate  with 
large  margins,  but  the  bill  is  needed 
to  repair  Utah  roads  and  boost  its 
economy,  according  to  a  Utah  trans¬ 
portation  official. 

The  bill  would  authorize  highway 
and  mass  transit  projects  over  the 
next  five  years  and  permit  states  to 
raise  the  speed  limit  to  65  mph  on 
rural  interstates. 

Although  Reagan  favors  the 
change  in  the  speed  limit,  he  is  un- 
satisifed  with  the  unneeded  and  over- 
the-budget  spending  outlined  in  the 
bill.  The  five-year  cost  of  the  highway 
bill  exceeds  the  administration’s  re¬ 
quests  by  about  $10  billion  and  offi¬ 
cials  say  the  distribution  of  money  for 
urban  mass  transit  projects  is  in¬ 
equitable. 

“Utah  would  receive  $120  to  $150 
million  a  year  during  the  five  year 
cycle  from  the  highway  bill,”  said  Kim 
Morris,  Utah  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  (UDOT)  Spokesman.  “This 


money  would  be  used  for  all  major 
highway  and  interstate  construction 
in  the  state.” 

The  bill  would  enable  many  Utah 
road  projects  to  be  completed.  Some 
of  these  include  the  following:  1-15 
north  near  Tremonton,  1-215  in  Salt 
Lake  County,  1-70  in  Southern  Utah, 
future  work  in  Provo  Canyon  plus  re¬ 
building  of  interstates  and  highways 
throughout  Utah. 

“The  money  would  go  to  every  and 
any  road  project  in  Utah,  which 
would  have  a  significant  impact  on  our 
economy,”  said  Morris.  “The  highway 
program  is  a  real  driving  force  in  the 
state.” 

Approximately  47,000  private  sec¬ 
tor  construction  jobs  depend  on  the 
highway  program.  There  is  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  lose  these  jobs  for  a  short  time 
if  the  bill  does  not  pass,  according  to 
Morris. 

If  the  present  highway  bill  is  ve¬ 
toed  by  the  president  there  would  be 
another  bill  soon  to  follow,  said  Mor¬ 
ris. 

“We  will  have  some  type  of  high¬ 
way  bill  soon.  If  not  this  one,  another 
one,”  said  Morris.

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Senate  fails  to  end  Contra  aid  debate 

WASHINGTON  (AP) —  The  Senate  failed  for  the  third  and  final  time  today 
to  end  a  filibuster  blocking  action  on  a  proposed  freeze  of  U.S.  military  aid  to 
the  Contra  rebels  in  Nicaragua. 

The  vote  was  54-46,  six  short  of  the  total  required  to  break  off  the  debate. 

But  it  was  sufficient  to  indicate  that  Democrats  can  rally  the  majority  vote 
that  will  be  needed  if  they  are  to  succeed  later  this  year  in  rejecting  future 
requests  for  aid  installments  by  President  Reagan. 

“It  is  obvious  we  are  not  going  to  get  cloture,”  Sen.  Robert  C.  Byrd, 
D-W.  Va.,  told  reporters  shortly  before  the  vote. 

“The  Republicans  for  the  most  part  are  blocking  action  on  this  measure  so  I 
don’t  think  there  is  any  point  in  staying  on  this,”  Byrd  said. 

But  he  also  said  he  believes  the  exercise  was  worthwhile  because  “it  cer¬ 
tainly  made  the  point  that  we  should  have  an  accounting”  of  the  money  that  has 
gone  to  the  Contras  from  all  sources,  private  as  well  as  public. 

The  proposal  would  have  frozen  $40  million  in  aid,  which  was  approved  last 
year,  for  six  months  to  provide  time  for  a  complete  accounting  of  all  sources  of 
Contra  assistance. 

Democratic  leaders  said  their  real  goal  was  to  demonstrate  they  could 
muster  the  51  votes  needed  to  kill  the  aid  program  completely  later  on. 

The  Reagan  administration  seeks  to  give  the  Contras  $105  million  in  aid  for 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  Oct.  1. 

Proposal  for  UP&L  pay  back  rejected 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Utility  Ratepayers  Federation  (TURF), 
blamed  for  derailing  a  settlement  that  would  have  reimbursed  Utah  Power  & 
Light  Co.  ratepayers  $60  million,  has  proposed  another  solution,  said  Carl 
Palmer,  federation  president. 

But  a  UP&L  spokesman  said  today  the  new  TURF  proposal  was  “totally 
unreasonable”  and  had  been  rejected  by  utility  directors. 

The  proposal  comes  after  criticism  of  the  group  and  the  Utah  Division  of 
Public  Utilities  initiated  an  investigation  of  TURF. 

The  proposed  agreement  between  the  division  and  UP&L  had  called  for  the 
utility  to  reimburse  ratepayers  $60  million  over  the  next  seven  years  to  settle 
the  division’s  claim  before  the  Public  Service  Commission.  The  division  sought 
$103  million  for  alleged  waste  and  mismanagement  in  UP&L’s  coal  operation. 

However,  Palmer  said  today  that  TURF  was  now  willing  to  settle  without 
demanding  additional  money  from  UP&L  and  to  pay  back  the  money  immedi¬ 
ately  instead  of  over  seven  years. 

Bakker  not  returning  soon,  says  Falwell 

FORT  MILL,  S.C.  (AP)  —  The  Rev.  Jerry  Falwell  said  Wednesday  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  Rev.  Jim  Bakker  to  return  to  his  scandal-wracked 
evangelical  empire  anytime  soon. 

Meanwhile,  two  California  religious  activists  said  a  $115,000  payment  made 
by  Bakker  was  not  blackmail  as  he  claimed  but  settlement  of  a  threatened 
lawsuit  over  his  sexual  dalliance  with  a  church  secretary  seven  years  ago.  It 
remained  unclear  where  most  of  the  money  ended  up. 

Falwell,  who  will  preside  here  Thursday  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  PTL 
board  he  formed  since  succeeding  Bakker  as  chairman  last  week,  told  a  civic 
club  luncheon  Wednesday  in  Cocoa  Beach,  Fla.,  that  he  had  heard  rumors 
Bakker  wants  to  return  to  PTL. 

“I  hear  rumors  that  he  wants  to  return  soon,”  said  Falwell,  a  fundamentalist 
Baptist  minister  who  founded  the  Moral  Majority. 

But  he  told  the  Space  Coast  Tiger  Bay  Club  that  if  that  happened,  “it  would 
make  our  job  impossible.” 

“I’m  not  saying  he  could  never  return,”  he  said.  “That’s  up  to  God,  not  Jerry 
Falwell.” 

Police  find  captive  women,  buried  body 

PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  —  Three  nude  women  were  found  chained  to  a 
sewer  pipe  Wednesday  in  the  basement  of  a  rowhouse  and  police  said  they 
found  body  parts  elsewhere  in  the  house. 

Gary  Heidnik,  43,  who  lived  in  the  house  for  about  two  years,  was  charged 
with  murder  after  the  nude  body  of  a  woman  was  found  buried  in  New  Jersey. 

One  woman  escaped  from  the  house  during  the  night  and  summoned  police, 
who  said  the  three  other  women,  age  18  to  24,  may  have  been  chained  for  up  to 
three  months. 

Body  parts  were  found  in  the  refrigerator  and  other  areas  of  the  house, 
police  said.  Neighbors  said  they  had  complained  to  police  about  noise  and  a 
smell  of  burning  flesh,  but  police  said  they  had  no  records  of  such  complaints. 

The  body  of  a  woman  tentatively  identified  as  23-year-old  Debbie  Johnson 
was  found  Wednesday  evening  buried  under  leaves  and  twigs  in  a  remote  area 
of  southern  New  Jersey,  said  George  Kerns,  a  spokesman  for  Camden  County 
(N.J.)  Prosecutor  Samuel  Asbell. 

High-tech  companies  maintain  strength 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  nation’s  high-technology  industries  will 
maintain  their  economic  strength  despite  tax  reform  legislation  calling  for 
changes  in  the  way  they  are  financed,  an  expert  says. 

Joe  Ahlin,  a  member  of  the  High  Technology  Group  of  Arthur  Young  and 
director  of  the  association’s  Salt  Lake  City  office,  said  he  does  not  accept 
predictions  that  high-tech  America  will  be  hurt  by  the  federal  tax  reform  act. 

“The  high-technology  industry  sector  will  fare  better  than  many,  industries 
under  the  act  despite  the  elimination  or  reduction  of  current  tax  incentives. 
However,  the  impact  will  be  significant,”  Ahlin  said. 

One  provision  of  the  the  federal  tax  overhaul,  the  repeal  of  the  preferential 
tax  section  dealing  with  capital  gains,  may  affect  the  amount  of  venture  capital 
funds  available  to  technology  companies,  he  said. 

Ahlin  said  since  high  technology  generally  means  high  risk  to  investors, 
some  may  be  unwilling  to  invest  in  venture  funds  without  the  preferential  tax 
provision.

funding  is  getting 
difficult  to  obtain 


April  is  rapidly  approaching  and  many  graduating  seniors  have  the 
same  idea;  starting  a  career  and  being  paid  for  the  knowledge  acquired 
while  spending  four  or  five  years  and  thousands  of  dollars  to  gain  a 
university  education. 

Since  Federal  grants  and  scholarships  are  increasingly  hard  to  come 
by,  the  answer  for  many  students  has  been  to  borrow  the  money 
needed  to  finance  their  education. 

Borrowing  is  a  common  solution  practiced  by  many.  The  Federal 
government  is  in  debt,  consumer  debt  is  high,  and  many  students  are 
in  debt  upon  graduation  from  college. 

The  average  student  borrowing  money  to  attend  college  graduates 

with  almost  $7,000  in  debt

from  a  public  school  and  al¬ 
most  $9,000  in  debt  from  a  pri¬ 
vate  school. 

These  figures  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  be  higher  as  tuition  costs 
continue  to  rise. 

This  year  alone,  it  is  esti¬ 
mated,  will  cost  students  any¬ 


where  from  $6,000 — $18,000  to  attend  college.  Student  debt  continues 
to  rise. 

For  young  students  in  Michigan  the  future  is  looking  brighter. 
Concerned  by  the  rising  student  debt  and  the  lack  of  funds  available  to 
middle-class  families,  the  state  of  Michigan  has  developed  a  tuition 
guarantee  plan  for  residents  to  pay  for  their  child’s  college  education. 

Under  the  plan,  residents  invest  between  $3,000 — $4,000  into  the 
plan  now  and  when  their  child  is  of  college  age  the  state  guarantees 
he/she  will  have  the  tuition  needed  to  attend  any  of  the  state’s  univer¬ 
sities. 

If  the  student  chooses  to  attend  a  university  outside  of  Michigan, 
the  state  will  put  the  amount  of  the  average  tuition  in  Michigan 
towards  the  out-of-state  school. 

It  is  encouraging  that  something  is  being  done  to  help  students 
attend  college. 

A  university  education  that  seems  to  be  out  of  reach  for  an  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  people  can  be  obtained  with  help  from  plans  such  as  this. 
The  opportunity  to  attend  college  and  to  graduate  without  the  burden 
of  debt  will  aid  students  and  parents  to  plan  for  their  futures.  Other 
stated  should  follow  in  developing  a  plan  to  aid  students  and  parents  to 
finance  college. 

It  is  an  investment  for  the  future.

mask  of  sucess 


A  couple  of  months  ago  I  found  myself  in  the 
backwoods  of  Egypt  in  the  little  village  of  Aswan. 

Situated  near  the  Sudan  border,  this  town  is  the 
home  of  hundreds  of  Nubians,  members  of  one  of 
the  Negroid  tribes  that  anciently  formed  a  strong 
empire  between  Egypt  and  Ethiopia  from  the  6th 
to  the  14th  centuries. 

From  my  view  on  Elephantine  Island  I  saw  the 
men  drift  along  in  their  faloukas  (Nile  sailboats), 
letting  out  their  nets  for  dawn’s  first  catch  and 
watched  the  womenfolk,  whose  faces  were  cbvered 
by  black  veils,  guide  bony  water  buffalos  to  the 
water’s  edge. 

Children  waited  on  camels  and  donkeys,  starring 
at  the  tourists  with  wide-eyed  curiosity  and  happy 
grins. 

The  only  things  that  betrayed  this  ancient  civi¬ 
lization  were  the  tarred  roads,  communication  lines 
and  the  grand  Hotel  Oberoi,  in  which  I  stayed. 

After  a  14-hour  train  ride,  over  $20  spent  on 
bottled  water  (Nile  water  isn’t  fit  for  drinking,  at 
least  for  Americans)  and  stained  hotel  bedspreads, 
I  welcomed  the  luxuries  of  a  hotel  where  I  could  use 
the  running  water  to  brush  my  teeth. 

That  is  until  the  guilt  set  in. 

Each  day  as  Nubian  workers  waited  on  me  hand 
and  foot,  their  children  scampered  around  barefoot 
in  dusty  streets.  Their  women,  who  so  carefully 
vacuumed  our  carpeted  floors  and  scrubbed  our 
sinks,  returned  to  homes,  many  of  them  still  made 
of  mud  and  bricks,  and  swept  dirt  floors. 

Yet  these  people  who  scraped  our  plates  and 
washed  our  towels  did  not  complain  or  carry  a 
grudge.  They  were  happy  and  full  of  an  excitement 
for  life  that  puzzled  many  Americans. 

In  fact,  the  children  who  lived  in  poverty,  danced 
about  gleefully  whenever  we  handed  them  a  pen  — 
a  prized  possession  among  these  kids  who  would 


otherwise  never  own  one. 

Many  of  us  questioned  how  these  people  could  be 
so  content  and  happy  with  life  when  they  had  so 
little. 

But  a  closer  look,  beyond  the  tattered  clothes  and 
mud-brick  homes,  revealed  that  these  people  had 
riches  which  exceeded  America’s  wealth. 

They  had  the  gold  of  inner  peace  and  personal 
contentment. 

They  were  not  caught  up  in  the  maddening 
frenzy  that  rocks  America  to  be  the  superman  or 
superwoman.  They  did  not  compete  for  social 
status  nor  knock  their  neighbor  over  in  an  effort  to 
get  the  best  fish.  There  were  no  sports  cars,  motor 
boats  or  private  swimming  pools  to  mark  material 
pride.  They  did  not  have  makeup,  facials,  cologne 
or  hair  gel  to  mask  their  flaws  and  upgrade  their 
outward  images. 

There  was  only  a  people  who  had  health  and 
loved  life  because  they  lived  simply,  worked  hon¬ 
estly  and  enjoyed  such  pleasures  as  a  glowing  sun¬ 
set  and  a  cool  breeze. 

Those  few  days  in  a  land  where  people  knew  true 
happiness  soon  ended  in  shattering  reality  when  I 
returned  home  to  a  society  that  was  desperately 
running  around  in  pursuit  of  health,  happiness, 
power  and  prestige. 

Ads  for  tanning  salons,  weight  loss  centers, 
stress  reduction  clinics  and  self-esteem  seminars 
stared  me  in  the  face. 

For  many,  beauty  was  once  again  measured  by  a 
standard  of  outward,  flawless  perfection  and  happi¬ 
ness  was  known  only  by  degrees,  money,  and  social 
and  professional  success. 

We  live  in  a  selfish  world  where  many  people  are 
always  wanting  more,  never  satisfied  with  what 
they  have,  fighting  to  be  bigger  and  better  than  the 
next  guy,  envying  the  friends  down  the  street  and 


cursing  at  life’s  small  injustices. 

While  America  offers  a  land  of  opportunity 
where  the  standard  of  living  is  high,  where  educa¬ 
tion  can  be  obtained  and  where  people  can  improve 
their  conditions,  maybe  it’s  time  to  take'  off  the 
mask  that  hides  our  true  selves,  step  down  from 
our  high  pedestals,  shed  our  proud  skins  and  give 
up  our  consuming  greed. 

Such  pride  and  greed  have  literally  set  the  sail 
for  failure  as  we  ride  the  unstable  winds  of  society’s 
prescribed  views. 

The  key  to  the  happy  existence  of  these  people 
was  their  ability  to  find  meaning  in  their  lives  by 
accepting  themselves  and  others  and  doing  their 
best  in  their  given  situations. 

In  Og  Mandino’s,  “The  Greatest  Success  in  the 
World,”  he  states  that  “to  be  what  you  are  and  to 
become  what  you  are  capable  of  becoming  is  the 
secret  of  a  happy  life. 

“Every  living  soul  has  different  talents,  differ¬ 
ent  desires,  different  faculties.  Be  yourself.  Try  to 
be  anything  else  but  your  genuine  self,  even  if  you 
deceive  the  entire  world,  and  you  will  be  ten  thou¬ 
sand  times  worse  than  nothing.

about  (the  festival).  I  think  that  stu¬ 
dents  should  see  each  other’s  work 
with  a  large  audience.  Just  knowing 
that  there’s  a  crowd  makes  him  look 
at  the  film  differently  —  it’s  incredi¬ 
bly  revealing.” 

Although  professional  quality  film- 
making  is  a  very  expensive  process  — 
it  costs  “anywhere  from  $1,800  to 
$20,000  for  a  10  to  15  minute  film,” 
said  Nibley  —  he  emphasized  that 
students  at  BYU  are  encouraged  to 
make  films. 

“Our  intent  is  to  make  (BYU)  one  of 
the  top  half  dozen  film  programs  in 
the  country,”  said  Harold  Oaks,  de¬ 
partment  chairman  of  the  Theater, 
Speech  and  Cinema  Department.  “I 
don’t  think  we’re  there  yet,  but  I 


think  we’re  on  the  way.” 

Warren  Archibald,  a  senior  major¬ 
ing  in  film,  BF A,  from  Salt  Lake  City, 
is  the  producer,  director  and  writer  of 
one  of  the  films  being  shown  this 
weekend. 

“I  would  like  to  do  another  one,  I 
just  need  to  find  the  money,”  said 
Archibald,  whose  film  cost  more  than 
$3,000  and  took  more  than  a  year  to 
produce.  He  said  he  would  do  it  over 
again  if  he  could,  “just  differently.” 

Archibald,  who  will  serve  an  in¬ 
ternship  at  Disney  Studios  next  Win¬ 
ter  Semester,  hopes  to  make  more 
short  films  in  the  future.  “Even  if  I 
become  professional ...  I  would  like  to 
continue  making  short  films  just  for 
practice  —  for  experimentation.  ”

Play  is  'active  slice  of  life' 

'French  Lieutenant's  Woman'  adapted  to  stage

“The  French  Lieutenant’s 
Woman”  was  a  successful  movie  and 
BYU  graduate  student  Kathy 
Biesinger  is  hoping  it  will  be  just  as 
successful  on  stage. 

Biesinger,  a  native  of  Santa  Bar¬ 
bara,  Calif. ,  is  working  on  her  doctor¬ 
ate  in  theater  arts  and  has  adapted 
the  screenplay  to  the  stage  for  her 
graduate  project. 

It’s  been  quite  a  challenge  to  adapt 
the  screenplay,  she  said.  “It’s  never 
been  performed  on  stage  before. 

“It’s  originally  34  scenes  —  little 
bits  of  life.  We’ve  taken  some  scenes 
and  put  them  together  and  added 
some  scenes  so  there  is  never  a  blank 
stage.” 

The  movie,  which  was  released  in 
1983  and  rated  R,  has  been  “tamed” 
for  BYU’s  stage,  said  Biesinger. 

Mitch  Hudson,  a  senior  in  theater 
arts  from  Idaho  Falls  and  one  of  the 
leads  said,  “It’s  hard  to  jump  from  one 
scene  to  another.  The  scenes  are 
short.  It’s  required  more  concentra¬ 
tion  as  an  actor. 

The  movie  focuses  on  two  contem¬ 
porary  characters,  an  actress  and  ac¬ 
tor,  who  are  involved  in  filming  a  love 
story  set  during  the  Victorian  era.  In 
the  process  of  filming  the  movie,  the 
two  actors  fall  in  love  in  real  life. 


Keith  Judd,  a  senior  from  Provo 
and  a  member  of  the  cast  said  the 
audience  should  find  the  play  inter¬ 
esting.  “You’re  watching  the  charac¬ 
ters  being  filmed  and  outside  of  that, 
you’re  watching  what’s  going  on  in 
the  actors’  personal  lives.” 

According  to  Biesinger,  the  movie 
shows  the  contrast  between  love  in 
the  romantic  era  and  the  modern 
world.  “In  the  romantic  era,  people 
would  do  anything  for  love,  and  in  the 
contemporary  world  it  is  not  that  easy 
to  sacrifice  everything  for  love.” 

The  play  is  “an  active  slice  of  life,” 
said  Doug  McMillan,  a  cast  member 
and  a  senior  majoring  in  theater  arts 
from  Eugene,  Ore.  “Everyone’s  feel¬ 
ings  are  taken  into  consideration.  It’s 
not  just  through  one  person’s  eyes.” 

Harold  Pinter  wrote  the  screenplay 
from  a  book  by  John  Fowles  said  Kim 
Fantetti,  a  theater  arts  major  from 
Zimbabwe  and  the  other  lead. 

Fantetti  has  always  wanted  to  do  a 
Pinter  play  “because  nothing  Pinter 
does  is  ever  surface,”  she  said. 

Biesinger  liked  the  movie  when  she 
first  saw  it,  but  was  really  drawn  to  it 
when  she  read  the  screenplay.  “There 
was  a  lot  more  in  the  screenplay  that 
dealt  with  the  actors  and  how  they 
coped  with  the  situation,  she  said. 

The  play  will  run  tonight  at  5  and 
Friday  at  3  p.m.  in  the  Cecil  Gates 
Music  Theater,  HFAC.

Silverstein  teaches 
violin  masterclass

The  world  renowned  Joseph  Silver¬ 
stein,  conductor  of  the  Utah  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra,  will  provide  a  criti¬ 
cal  analysis  of  BYU  violin  students  as 
they  play  for  him  in  a  masterclass. 

“A  masterclass  is  like  a  private  mu¬ 
sic  lesson  in  front  of  an  audience,”  said 
Percy  Kalt,  a  music  professor. 

Silverstein  teaches  the  students  in 
front  of  the  public,  said  Michael 
Abramson,  a  violinist.  “It  is  combined 
with  a  little  bit  of  lecture.” 

Silverstein  was  named  music  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Utah  Symphony  in  1983, 
making  this  his  fourth  season  with 
them. 

“He  performs  all  over  the  world,” 
said  Robin  Purvin,  communications 
coordinator  of  the  Utah  Symphony. 
He  guest  conducts  in  many  orchestras 
and  symphonies  internationally. 

Silverstein  graduated  from  the 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music.  He  per¬ 
formed  with  the  Houston  Symphony 
early  in  his  career,  then  with  the  Den¬ 
ver  Symphony.  He  was  named  con- 
certmaster  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1961. 

He  has  won  the  prestigious  Naum- 
burg  silver  medal  and  the  Queen  Eliz¬ 
abeth  competition  in  Brussels.  He 
also  has  a  Grammy  Award  nomination 
for  Vivaldi’s,  “The  Four  Seasons.” 

Six  BYU  students  will  be  perform¬ 
ing  for  Silverstein,  after  which  he  will 
offer  critical  comments  and  guideli¬ 
nes. 

“It  makes  you  nervous,”  said 
Abramson.  It  is  hard  for  someone  to 
listen  to  criticism  of  his  work,  but  it  is 
very  helpful,  he  added. 

The  masterclass  is  scheduled  for 
Thursday  from  1  to  4:30  p.m.  in  the 
Madsen  Recital  Hall,  HFAC.  Admis¬ 
sion  is  free  for  BYU  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty,  and  $5  for  other  observers.
